We are told that only an 
affluent Indian would be 
able, to possess the Cere¬ 
monial Cape made from the 
Money Shells by the Klam¬ 
ath Indians. The date 1850 
is attached to this creation. 

An attractive color piece 
is the modern Greek “Good 
Luck” charm made for cat¬ 
tle and horses. It is always 
blessed to protect the ani¬ 
mals; the pendants of pink 
and brown leather are deco¬ 
rated with the Cowrie shells. 

A charming delicate shell 
is the “Chambered Nauti¬ 
lus,” sliced in half, show¬ 
ing successive growth 
stages. 

’The West Coast Indians, 
the Canalinos, the Gabriel- 
inos, made fish hooks from 
the abalone shells. ’The dis¬ 
play shows the steps in the 
manufacture of the hooks. 

’The gold framed pearl 
specimen is interesting . . . 
“the pearl itself has a fabu¬ 
lous history as a precious 
jewel.” 

Again excerpts from the 
brochure mentioined before: 

‘"rhe wealth of the ancient 
Phoenician merchants was 
derived from the dyes ob¬ 
tained from the Murex. The 
royal houses of Persia, 
Babylon and Syria all wore 
Tyrian dyed purple clothing 
derived from this colorful 
shell. 

“The shells from the 
mighty clam, Tridacna Gi- 
gas, are often used as basins 
for holy water in churches 
around the world.” 

It is a charming display, 
and Mr. Vorkink of Arcadia, 
upon request as stated in 
the brochute, will set up au¬ 
thentic exhibits of tribal an¬ 
tiquities.
